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Voters Go to Polls IN ext Tuesday 
To Choose a New U.S. President

Greenbslters on Tuesday, November 8 will be voting 
for a President and Vice-President, for a United States 
Senator and Congressman and for two Circuit Court Judges. 
Voters will also be asked to vote “For” or “Against” a 
Statewide Referendum on two State Constitutional Amend¬ 
ments, whether to keep or abolish the state law “Prohibiting 
Certain Handguns,” three proposed county charter amend¬ 
ments and four county referenda. (See separate story.) 


Voting in the city will take 
place at four polling places from 
7 a.m. to 8 p.m. on Election Day. 
To avoid delays and congestion, 
election officials urge voters to 
cast their ballots between 9 a.m. 
and 3 p.m. 

Polling places in Greenbelt are: 
Precinct 3 - Center Elementary 
School, Precinct 6 - St. Hugh’s 
School, Precinct 8 - Springhill 
Lake Elementary School and 
Precinct 13 - Eleanor Roosevelt 
High School. Also voting in the 
latter precinct are residents from 
apartment developments located 
just outside the city limits — 
Brittany Place, Chelsea Woods 
and Greenway Village. 

Presidential Contest 

In the Presidential-Vice Presi¬ 
dential race are Democrats Mi¬ 
chael S. Dukakis and Lloyd Bent- 
sen, Republican George Bush and 
J. Danforth Quayle, Libertarians 
Ronald E. Paul and Andre Mar- 
rou and Alliance candidates Le- 
nora B. Fulani and Joyce Datl- 
ner. 

Senate/Congress Races 

Incumbent Paul S. Sarbanes, 
Democrat, is pitted against Re¬ 
publican Alan L. Keyes in a con¬ 
test for United States Senator 
that has attracted much atten¬ 
tion. Sarbanes served in the 
House of Representatives from 
1970 to 1976 and in the Senate 
from 1976 to the present Keyes 
was Assistant Secretary of State 
for International Organizational 
Affairs from 1985 to 1987 follow¬ 
ing service from 1983 to 1985 as 
the U.S. Ambassador to the 
United Nations Economic and 
Social Council. 

Incumbent Congressman Steny 
Hoyer, who has served in the 
House of Representatives since 
1980, is being challenged by Re¬ 
publican John Eugene Sellner, a 
retired policeman.

The Greenbelt Picture 

Although Democrats in Green¬ 
belt have lost strength since t\e 
1980 Presidential elections (see 
chart), speculation is that the 
Democratic candidates here will 
be victorious next Tuesday. In 
1984 the Democratic team of 
Walter Mondale/Geraldine Fer¬ 
raro beat the Republican combin¬ 
ation of Ronald Reagan/George 
Bush 55.1% to 44.2%. In 1980 
the Carter/Mondale ticket cap¬ 
tured 48.3% of Greenbelt’s vote 
with Reagan/Bush collecting 
37,6%. 

Over the past four years reg¬ 
istered Greenbelt Republicans 
have increased their share of the 
city’s 8,896 registered voters by 
three percentage points and Dem¬ 
ocrats have sustained a loss of 
three percentage points. (See 
Oct. 27 News Review for pre¬ 
cinct breakdowns.) State and 
county registration totals show 
similar shifts in party affiliation. 

Variables in this election 
which may affect the numbers in 
the presidential and senatorial 
races in Maryland are the pos¬ 
sible impact of the gun law ref¬ 
erendum and voter attitudes to¬ 
ward what has been character¬ 
ized as negative campaigning in 
the presidential race. 

While election fever has not 
pervaded the Greenbelt electorate, 
over 75% of the city’s eligible 
voters are expected to cast bal¬ 
lots on election day. In 1984, 
76.4% of the city's 10,977 eligi¬ 
ble voters cast ballots and 75% 
of the State’s 2,253,139 regis¬ 
trants cast ballots. In 1980, 
76.1% of Greenbelt's 9,807 reg¬ 
istered voters trekked to the 
polls. 

Potpourri 

Election officials predict a 
turnout of about 76% in the 
county, where Democrats hold a 
three-to-one edge over Repub¬ 
licans. 

Between October 1 and the 
closing of the registration books 
on October 10, the county repor-* 
ted that 223 Democrats changed 
their party affiliation — 154 to 
Republican and 69 to Unaffiliat¬ 
ed. Seventy-four Republicans al¬ 
so switched parties — 43 to Dem¬ 
ocratic and 31 to Unaffiliated. 
The unaffiliated and Others also 
has a total of 321 changes — 
185 to Democratic, 136 to Repub¬ 
lican. 

Between October 1 and Octob¬ 
er 10, 3,440 persons were taken 


off the county registration rolls 
because they had moved. 

Questions on Ballot

In addition to choosing candi¬ 
dates for President and other 
offices on November 8, citizens 
will be asked to vote for or a- 
gainst three state and seven 
county ballot questions. 

Handgun Law 

State Question 3 - a “State¬ 
wide Referendum prohibiting Cer¬ 
tain Handguns” has received 
the most attention. The law in 
question, regulating handgun 
sales, was passi ~ by the state 
legislature in May, and peti¬ 
tioned to referendum by oppon¬ 
ents. A “For” vote supports the 
law as passed, an “Against” vote 
is a vote to repeal. The Republi¬ 
can Central Comittee of Prince 
Georges County has taken a posi¬ 
tion against the law while the 
Prince Georges County Demo¬ 
cratic Centiai Committee is on 
record in support of the law. 

If the law is retained, it will 
be illegal after January 1, 1990 
to manufacture any handgun not

Options Under Review 
For Center School 

School and community officials 
are continuing to review options 
proposed for the renovation and 
modernization of the Greenbelt 
Center Elementary School, in¬ 
cluding the potential building of 
a new facility qn the site occu¬ 
pied by the now-closed Greenbelt 
North End Elementary. 

According to Brian J. Porter, 
spokesman for the school board, 
the ongoing work of school plan¬ 
ners and officials from the Green¬ 
belt city government will precede 
the expected public informational 
meetings and public hearing, as 
well as a public opinion poll, 
that are slated to be held in the 
Greenbelt community before re¬ 
commendations are brought to 
the Board of Education. The 
meetings will be held once pro¬ 
ject proposals are more fully 
developed. Detailed plans and 
proposals will be made public as 
soon as possible, school officials 
said. 

School administration staff are 
working with Greenbelt city offi¬ 
cials to address community con¬ 
cerns and identify a workable so¬ 
lution. An architectural fim 
has initiated work on possible 
site designs for the suggested 
North End location. 

School officials have discontin¬ 
ued consideration of a potential 
new school on a former school 
site, also known as the North¬ 
way site, between Northway and 
Hamilton Place. 

School officii* have narrowed 
the possible choices to either thc~ 
renovation of me existing Greet - 
belt Center School or the con¬ 
struction of a new facility on 
another site, with serious consi¬ 
deration being given to the site 
of the former North End Ele¬ 
mentary School, 


Council Refuses to Grant 
Beltway Plaza Application

Tempers rose at the Thursday, October 13, city council 
meeting when councilmembers were asked to recommend 
the approval of an application made by the owner of Belt- 


way Plaza, with whom council 
for over a decade. 

The subject of the dispute— 
and of many of the previous en¬ 
counters—was Beltway Plaza’s 
parking lot. The Maryland-Na¬ 
tional Capital Park and Planning 
Commission has set about re¬ 
cently to compel older shopping 
centers, built before the current 
zoning regulations, to conform 
to the county’s present parking 
lot standards. 

Dale Hutchison, representing 
the commission, explained the 
procedure that Park and Plan¬ 
ning undertakes in such cases. 
The shopping center owner is al¬ 
lowed to apply to the county for 
a departure from design stand¬ 
ards. If this is approved, the 
parking lot is permitted to re¬ 
main in its px*esent state for six 
months, during which time the 
commission and the owner nego¬ 
tiate changes. The commission’s 
goal, sail Hutchison, is either 
to bring the parking lot into 
conformance with county regula¬ 
tions or to work out a compro¬ 
mise with the owner. 

If no resolution is reached at 
the end of six months, Park and 
Planning recommends to the 
county that no further use and 
occupancy permits be issued to 
the shopping center. These per¬ 
mits are necessary if a shopping 
center is to change store occu¬ 
pants or to expand. It was the 
denial of such permits at Park 
and Planning’s request which 
first prompted Beltway Plaza to 
file its application. The shopping 
center’s representative at the 
meeting later confirmed that the 
permits in question dealt with 
the second-story expansion pre¬ 
sently taking place at Beltway 
Plaza. 

Earlier Aattempts 

Council pointed out to Hutch¬ 
ison that the city had already 
tried on several occasions to per¬ 
suade the owner of Beltway 
Plaza to redesign the parking 
lot. 

“We were burned every time,” 
said councilmember Edward Pu- 
tens. Putens asked Hutchison 
for reassurance that these new 
negotiations would work. 

Hutchison said he could give 
no assurance: “It’s quite possible

has unsuccessfully negotiated 

that at the end of six months 
Park and Planning will sit here 
and burn with you.” 

Councilmember Antoinette 
Bram asked how, oncq a design 
was approved by both parties, 
Park and Planning could enforce 
the actual compliance with the 
plans. Hutchison said that the 
county could enforce civil and 
criminal penalties against the 
owner, should he renege on the 
deal. 

Said Hutchison, “It’s my ex¬ 
perience (in the past) that a 
court summons did a great deal 
to encourage compliance.” 

Owner’s Response 

Ronald Miller, of the Green¬ 
belt law firm of Reichelt, Nuss- 
baum, Brown, Dukes & Lapiaca, 
spoke for the owner of Beltway 
Plaza, Sidney Brown. After ex¬ 
plaining some limitations which 
he felt would inhibit the design¬ 
ing process, Miller expressed his 
firm opinion that Beltway Plaza 
was under no legal compunction 
to make changes. Because the 
shopping center was built in 
1962, before the county’s pre¬ 
sent regulations were created, 
Miller felt Beltway Plaza was le¬ 
gally protected by the grandfa¬ 
ther clause. 

“So I don’t think there’s any 
violation,” said Miller. “That 
doesn’t mean the redesign can’t 
be done and we’re not willing tp 
listen now ... We have to see 
what is required, what we think 
we can provide, where there’s 
common ground to meet.” 

Miller said that the shopping 
center was willing to go through 
the design process. After that, 
he said, “we’ll see whether or not

Born Yesterday at National 

‘ Born Yesterday” a revival of 
the 1945 Broadway hit stars Ed 
Asner and Madeline Kahn at the 
National Theater through Nov. 
12, The Garson Kanin play is 
directed by Josephine Abady. 

Asner, known best as T.V.’s 
Lou Grant, easily fits into the 
part of the rich but rough junk 
dealer Harry Brock, who comes 
to Washington with his boozed- 
up and disintegrating lawyer to 
buy a Senator and some legisla¬ 
tion. But it is Madeline Kahn, 
his mistress — Billie Dawn — 
that makes the play worth see¬ 
ing. She demands your attention 
and makes you chuckle as you 
discover the dumb blonde is not 
so dumb. Kahn has played on 
stage (“On the Twentieth Cen¬ 
tury”) and in films (“Paper 
Moon”).

On July 27, 1983, the Center 
School PTA went on record sup¬ 
porting the renovation of Center 
School and urging the preserva¬ 
tion of the friezes and the front 
wall. The PTA recognized that 
the building is first and fore¬ 
most a school, but a school 
which needs modernization to 
make it the fine educational fa¬ 
cility the children of Prince 
Georges County deserve. 

1 support the plan of the foun¬ 
ders of Greenbelt, a plan which 
placed the educational facility in 
the center of town. To this day, 
the location is excellent for edu¬ 
cational purposes. In the center 
of town, it is easily and safely 
reached. The nearby facilities 
— library, swimming pool, ath¬ 
letic fields — have been used to 
supplement the educational pro¬ 
cess. 

We deserve a modernized school 
now. 1 understand that there is 
some concern about how this can 
be achieved. I think it is possible. 
The non-original walls (several 
of them) could be moved. The 
addition (which is 20 years old) 
could even be removed to elimin¬ 
ate some of the numerous levels 
the current school. 

It is not impossible. We need 
the will to do it and do it now. 
Let me add the words of the Cap¬ 
ital improvements Program 1983 
report: “positive action must be 
taken to meet current and regul¬ 
atory building codes . . . positive 
action must be taken to refurbish 
aging facilities, to prevent intern¬ 
al and external deterioration and 
obsolescence/* 

I am confident that a better 
school can be provided for Green- 
belt's students while still presrv- 
ing Greenbelt's heritage — a her¬ 
itage that recognizes the central 
role of education in the commun¬ 
ity. I urge you to do all you can 
to modernize the present build¬ 
ing as quickly as possible.

Lighted Soccer Field 

• . . Your article on the Sept. 
27 hearing on Sehrom Hills Park 
seems to mischaracterize what 
the Greenbelt Boys and Girls 
Club's role and interest is in this 
process. First of all, only three 
club members attended the hear¬ 
ing, Also attending were sever 
al parents of children who par¬ 
ticipate on club teams. All were 
representing the interests of the 
children and youth of Greenbelt 
who are at this point lacking ad¬ 
equate outdoor recreational facil¬ 
ities in Greenbelt, The Club has 
no interest except for that on 
behalf of all the children and 
youth of Greenbelt, current and 
future. 

Is it hard to imagine the need 
where five soccer teams, three 
football teams and two cheer¬ 
leading squads (almost 200 
youngsters) ^jave to share one 
minimally lit field for evening 
practice during the Fall season? 
Imagine what the demand will be 


within two years when the chil¬ 
dren of Greenbelt East reach 
playing age. 

... In terms of outdoor play¬ 
ing fields for youth, Greenbelt 
has fallen way behind a num¬ 
ber of neighboring jurisdictions. 
In Sehrom Hills Park, we see an 
excellent opportunity to place a 
separate, quality combined soc¬ 
cer/football field with practice 
lights. We are not advocating 
lights similar to those at the 
Lanham Boys and Girls Club fa¬ 
cility or like those at Braden. 
Those lights are designed for 
softball—they are poled high 
and come from all sides to light 
a diamond. The lights we seek 
for the youngsters are more 
(like) those at Magruder Field 
in Hyattsville (which) are about 
a third lower than softball lights. 

Although not noted in your ar¬ 
ticle, the people at the hearing, 
including those “affiliated" with 
the club, strongly supported an 
enforced turn-off time for the 
lights. The club do(es) not have 
practice sessions which extend 
later than 8-8:30 p.m. (That may 
be another case if a lighted soft- 
ball field is placed at Sehrom 
Hills Park for adult league play.) 
The Club would rather see two 
separate soccer/football fields at 
Sehrom Hills Park. Unlighted 
fields would be useless for Fall 
practice, which has to run past 
dark (especially now we are 
back to standard time).

Investigation is Continuing 
On Monday Night Shooting

The Eleanor Roosevelt High 
School baseball field was the 
scene of a shooting on Mon¬ 
day night, Oct. 24 that left one 
man wounded, according to 
Prince Georges County police. 

At 9:30 p.m. Greenbelt police 
resnonded to a call from a resi¬ 
dent who reported hearing four 
gunshots and cries for help 
coming from the direction of the 
baseball field. When police ar¬ 
rived on the scene, they found a 
30-year-old male with a gunshot 
wound in the right leg. Police 
reported that a handgun was ly¬ 
ing near the victim. Because the 
incident took place on County 
school property, the Prince Ge¬ 
orges County police took over 
the case. 

According to police, the victim 
was unable, the night of the in¬ 
cident, to give a description of 
who shot him. He was taken to 
Prince Georges Hospital Center, 
where he was admitted in stable 
condition. The victim was later 
able to describe his attackers as 
three black males, police said. 

Police report that the motive 
for the shooting is still unclear 
and it is not known whether the 
gun found next to the victim 
was the weapon used in the 
shooting.

we can come down to an agreeable 
site plan. I make no predictions 
and I’m not here to make any 
statements about the future, 
other than that we’re going 
through this process and we'll 
see how we can reach a compro¬ 
mise, if we can; and if we can't, 
what we can and can’t do.” 

Miller went on to say that 
Beltway Plaza was *gomg through 
the process in good faith. “With¬ 
out saying where we’re going to 
come down the road,” said Mil¬ 
ler, “there are some things that 
can and maybe should be done 
with the center.” 

Council Reacts 

Bram angrily pronounced her 
distrust of the owner and said 
that she felt the application 
should be denied. Miller replied 
that if the departure from de¬ 
sign standards were not allowed 
“I can pretty well guarantee we’ll 
be going down the road where 
nothing will be done.” 

He added, “I think if you do 
that, you’re going to take away 
any possibility of compromise. 
That’s up to you.” 

Miller’s speech appeared to 
have a decisive effect on previ¬ 
ously neutral councilmembers. 
Councilmember Thomas X. White 
told Miller, “Your testimony im¬ 
pels me to consider opposing this 
departure from design standards 
because several of your state¬ 
ments indicated that there is no 
good faith.” 

W'hite put forward a chal¬ 
lenge: “Let’s see whether the 
grandfathering can survive. Let’s 
see whether the zoning ordinanc¬ 
es in this county can be enforc¬ 
ed,” 

Mayor Gil Weidenfeld asked 
Miller, in light of Miller’s ex¬ 
pressed legal opinion of the case, 
what leverage he thought the 
county had to compel the owner 


to redesign. Miller said that if 
a design plan which had bee # n 
negotiated and approved was not 
put into action, then the legal 
sanctions which Hutchison had 
mentioned would apply. Howev¬ 
er, said Miller, “If you don’t 
have an approved plan, you will 
be at a stalemate.” 

Weidenfeld said that in that 
case he could see no reason for 
the county to delay legal pro¬ 
ceedings against Beltway Plaza. 
Said Weidenfeld, “There is no 
advantage for us at all to ap¬ 
prove the deferment and every 
advantage to start the (legal) 
process now . . .” 

Keith Chernikoff proceeded to 
remind council that the defer¬ 
ment would allow Beltway Plaza 
to obtain its permits. As a re¬ 
sult, the control which the coun¬ 
ty presently had over the shop¬ 
ping center might or might not 
occur again in the future. 

City Manager Disagrees 

City Manager James Giese dis¬ 
agreed with council, pointing out 
that “to date the city has been 
unsuccessful in getting anything 
accomplished (with Beltway 
Plaza). . . . I think I would be 
concerned with council not giving 
Park and Planning a chance ? n 
trying it their way.” 

White asked Giese, “What in 
your view is so magical about 
the six months later if the atti¬ 
tude of the party remains the 
same ? ” 

Giese replied that the impor¬ 
tant factor to him was that 
Park and Planning might be able 
to accomplish what Greenbelt 
couldn't. Giese also pointed out 
that it would be harder to build 
a legal case against Beltway 
Plaza if negotiations weren’t 
tried first. 

White responded that it was 
to the applicant’s advantage to 
delay matters and that “this

might be an advantage lost,” 
Concluded White, “I’d like to 
start playing the game where 
the stakes can be felt.” 

Mayor pro tern Joseph C. Is¬ 
aacs brought back an earlier ob¬ 
jection by Bram that Beltway 
Plaza ought to propose its own 
design plans rather than wait 
for the county’s instructions. 
Isaacs said that if such a design 
were shown to council, it would 
give evidence of the applicant’s 
seriousness and allow council to 
approve the deferment. 

Miller replied that the shop¬ 
ping center’s architect has been 
talking to Park and Planning in 
recent months but that “my un¬ 
derstanding of what was going 
to happen was that Urban De¬ 
sign was first going to tell us 
what they would like to see.” 

Miller added that there wasn’t 
time to draw up a design plan 
before the county council decid¬ 
es the matter on October 20. 
However, he said, before then 
the city and Beltway Plaza could 
“talk about what we should do.” 

Weidenfeld summed up the 
general feeling by saying that 
council had no reason to believe 
the applicant’s claims of good 
faith. He pointed out that dur¬ 
ing Weidenfeld's 17 years on 
council, the applicant has never 
asked the city’s opinion of any 
new structures Beltway Plaza 
was planning. 

Said Weidenfeld, “There is not 
one shred of credible evidence 
over all the years that (the own¬ 
er) has any intention of working 
with the city.” 

Council unanimously passed a 
motion to oppose the granting 
of the application. White sug¬ 
gested that the motion be forti¬ 
fied with background material to 
the county showing the city’s 
problems in dealing with Belt- 
way Plaza’s owner. 
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With tummies filled and prizes won it’s time to go home.

CFG Hears Gun Law Argument 

by Karen Kay Schafer 

At their October 20 meeting Citizens for Greenbelt 
(CFG) listened to opposing views on the handgun law which 
has been petitioned for referendum on the November 8 
election ballot. Supporting elimination of the la wwas 
Robert McMurray of the Maryland Committee Against the 
Gun Ban, Len Lucehi, lobbyist for the bill and attorney 
representing the Prince Georges County Fraternal Order of 
Police, spoke for keeping the law. 

The purpose of the law, sign- Pryor said opponents are also 
ed by Governor Schaefer in 1988, concerned that ^e nine-member 
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is to prohibit the manufacture 
and sale of certain handguns in 
Maryland. The law will establish 
a nine-member Handgun Roster 
Board. The members will decide 
which handguns manufactured 
after January, 1985, can be legal¬ 
ly sold in Maryland. Guns made 
before that date will be exempt 
from the law. 

Viewpoints 

McMurry read excerpts from 
the law and discussed them brief¬ 
ly, but had to leave before the 
question-and-answer period. 

Later, in response to queries 
by the News Review, Pam Pryor, 
Director of Information for the 
Committee Against the Handgun 
Law, gave the committee's posi¬ 
tion on the law. She said op¬ 
ponents of the law have serious^ 
concerns that this as-yet-unnam- 
ed board will have unlimited po¬ 
wer in choosing which guns will 
be banned. They fear that even¬ 
tually the board will refuse to 
put any handguns on the roster, 
thus making the sale of all hand¬ 
guns illegal. Further, Pryor 
maintained that if manufacturers 
make handguns of poor quality 
they won't sell because the “free 
market takes care of junk." 

In response to later queries by 
the News Review, Lucehi count¬ 
ered this claim by noting that 
most industries are regulated, 
and this law protects the con¬ 
sumer from buying poorly made 
guns. He also stated that it is 
not the intention of the law to 
get rid of all handguns. 

At the meeting one questioner 
asked Lucehi why the bill did 
not list actual handguns or types 
of handguns to be outlawed and 
let the voters decide if the list 
is acceptabl.e Lucehi said that if 
the bill listed specific physical 
characteristics such as length or 
size of the gun barrel the “hand¬ 
gun manufacturer could circum¬ 
vent the law” by making new 
guns slightly different. 


board will not fairly represent 
gun owners. She noted that 
though the law requires that a 
member of the National Rifle As¬ 
sociation (NRA) and a gun man¬ 
ufacturer be represented on the 
board, supporters of handguns 
will always be in the minority. 
She sees it as a conflict of inter¬ 
est if a gun manufacturer sits on 
the board and helps decide which 
guns can be sold. 

Luchi disagreed, saying it is in 
the best interest of reputable 
weapons manufacturers to make 
sure that only high-quality hand¬ 
guns are sold. 

Pryor pointed out that the an¬ 
ti-gun-law group believes Mary¬ 
land already has some of the 
strictest laws in the country re¬ 
garding the purchase of guns. 
Under the laws now in effect 
there is a seven-day waiting per¬ 
iod before a gun can be bought, 
criminal background checks are 
required and a purchaser must 
be 21 years old to buy a handgun 
and 18 to buy a rifle. 

Lucehi agreed that these laws 
are effective, but believes that 
handguns must still be more 
tightly regulated because the 
“handgun is the gun of choice by 
criminals," 

Background 

The type of handgun that 
would be eliminated is defined in 
the bill as having “no legitimate 
socially useful purpose and not 
suitable for law enforcement, 
self-protection, or sporting activ¬ 
ities." 

Characteristics that will be 
considered by the board when 
reviewing the handguns will be 
“detectability by the standard se¬ 
curity equipment used at air¬ 
ports or courthouses," conceala- 
bility, accuracy, weight, quality 
of materials and manufacture, 
reliability as to safety, caliber, 
and utility for legitimate sport¬ 
ing activities, self-protection or 
law enforcement.

the law; an “Against" vote is 
for repealing it.

on a state roster of approved 
handguns or to sell any non-ros¬ 
ter handgun manufactured after 
January 1, 1985. It will also oe 
illegal to sell any handgun on 
which the identification markings 
have been removed or altered. 

Handguns will be placed on 
the roster by a nine-member 
board appointed by the governor 
and chaired by the Superintend¬ 
ent of the State Police. The oth¬ 
er members will include repre¬ 
sentatives of: the Association of 
Chiefs of Police, the Maryland 
State's Attorneys Association, a 
handgun manufacturer, the 
Maryland Chapter of the Nation 
al Rifle Association and Mar- 
landers Against Handgun Abuse. 
Three citizen members will fill 
out the board. 

The decision to place or not 
place a handgun on the roster 
will be based on: concealability, 
ballistic accuracy, weight, qual¬ 
ity of manufacture, quality of 
materials, reliability as to safe¬ 
ty, caliber, detectability by air¬ 
port security equipment and util¬ 
ity for legitimate sporting ac¬ 
tivities, self-protection or law 
enforcement. 

In addition to regulating the 
types of handguns tp be sold in 
the state, the law offers sellers 
and manufacturers some protec¬ 
tion from lawsuits by providing 
that no person may be held 
strictly liable for injuries to an¬ 
other person resulting from the 
criminal use of a firearm by third 
persons, unless they were in some 
way involved in the crime, such 
as by conspiring with or aiding 
and abetting the person using 
the gun. , 

This latter provision, sought by 
manfacturers and dealers, is 
in response to a 1986 Maryland 
Court of Appeals ruling (Kelly 
versus R & G Industries) that 
handgun manufacturers could be 
sued by shooting victims. 

Other State Questions 

State Question 1 is a constitu¬ 
tional amendment that would al¬ 
low Anne Arundel County to take 
land for public uses before a

jury had determined the level of 
compensation, if the county post¬ 
ed the appraised value of the 
land with the court or the own¬ 
er and agreed to pay any addi¬ 
tional award determined by the 
jury. 

Question 2 is a constitutional 
amendment permitting the Gen¬ 
eral Assembly to change its le¬ 
gislative procedures. The speci¬ 
fic changes are: permitting ve¬ 
toed bills to be read and voted 
on as a group, and permitting 
the first reading and preliminary 
voting on bills as a group. Any 
bill could be removed from eith¬ 
er group at the request of a 
single legislator. 

County Questions 

The seven county questions in¬ 
clude three charter amendments 
and four bond referendum is¬ 
sues totaling $84 million. The 
first charter amendment would 
allow the County Council to ex¬ 
tend existing refuse collections 
contracts without competitive 
bidding, if a survey of the ser¬ 
vice area residents shows that a 
certain number of those resi¬ 
dents approve of the extension. 
The amendment does not specify 
what percentage of residents 
must concur, leaving that to the 
County Council to determine. 

The second proposed 
amendment, Question B, would 
extend the time by three months 
for submission of the county au¬ 
dit and financial statement. 

Question C, if approved, would 
include correctional officers and

Bond Issues 

The remaining four questions 
on the ballot are bond, referenda 
to finance improvements to coun¬ 
ty buildings, transportation, lib- 
ray and public safety facilities. 

The projects to be funded by 
Question D (up to $21 million) 
include the complete rehabilita¬ 
tion of the County Service Build¬ 
ing in Hyattsville, an enlarge¬ 
ment to the Public Works and 
Transportation Maintenance Com 
plex garage in Forestville and 
major renovations to unspecified 
county occupied space, including 
the renovation or demolition of 
surplus schools to provide space 
for other public uses. 

Question E ($52 million) 
would fund a variety of trans¬ 
portation projects including: + he 
relocation of Calvert Road be¬ 
tween Kenilworth Avenue and U. 
S. Route 1 to replace the current 
roadway scheduled to be closed 
for Metro, widening of Cherry- 
wood Lane, and its extension ov¬ 
er the Beltway, improvements to 
the intersection of Old Baltimore 
Pike at Muirkirk Road, rehabil¬ 
itation of Belcrest Road near 
Prince Georges Plaza, widening 


and rehabilitation of Cherry Hill 
Road and construction of Mary¬ 
land 410 Extended, a four-lane 
arterial highway from Riverdale 
Road to Maryland 450. 

The remaining bond referenda 
seeks approval for bond financ¬ 
ing of library and public safety 
facilities. Question F (5 million) 
would fund a new branch library 
in the Largo-Kettering area and 
an addition to the Laurel branch. 
Question G ($8 million) would 
finance an addition to the Berwyn 
Heights and Branchville Fire 
Stations and a new facility to 
replace the Glenn Dale firehouse, 
along with other fire and police 
facilities.

NASA Funding Approved 

The President on Aug. 20 sign¬ 
ed the Fiscal Year 1989 HUD 
and Independent Agencies ap¬ 
propriations bill, including $1.5 
billion for programs at the God¬ 
dard Space Flight Center m 
Greenbelt, and other high tech¬ 
nology facilities in Maryland, 
Earlier that month congressional 
approval had been given to the 
bill. 

“This funding is essential for 
keeping our space program 
strong, and also for keeping 
Maryland in the forefront of our 
nation’s high-tech economy,” said 
Senator Barbara Mikulski, who 
as a member of the HUD and 
Independent Agencies Appropri¬ 
ations Subcommittee helped en¬ 
sure the funding was included In 
the bill. 

Programs included in the God¬ 
dard funding are $76 million for 
the Advanced Communications 
Technology Satellite program; 
$82 million for NASA’s Explorer 
Program, a scientific exploratory 
space program managed by God¬ 
dard; $91 million for Delta Ex¬ 
pendable Launch Vehicles, a key 
element in guaranteeing that 
NASA will have the flexibility 
to put payloads in space by 
means other than the Space 
Shuttle; $76 million for the TO- 
PEX topography satellite pro¬ 
gram; $106 million for the Hub¬ 
ble Space Telescope; $75 million 
for Goddard’s role in the Sp*ue 
Station, Also included in the 
HUD and Independent Appro¬ 
priations bill is $488 million 
for the Tracking and Data Re¬ 
lay Satellite system. Part of 
these funds will go to replace 
one of the satellites destroyed 
in the Challenger accident.

What causes a dry mouth? 

Dryness of the mouth is 
caused by insufficient saliva 
to meet the normal need for 
moisture in the mouth. An 
itching or burning sensation 
along with drying and crack¬ 
ing of the lips or gums is 
very common. Difficulty in 
chewing and swallowing is 
also possible. The cause 6f 
dryness must be determined to 
satisfactorily treat the condi¬ 
tion. 

There are many causes for 
a temporary loss of normal 
saliva flow. Among these are 
certain medications, hormone 
imbalance, and diseases with 
high fever or dehydration. 
Another temporary cause is a 
new denture during the initial 
adjustment period. Treatment 
of the particular cause will 
usually eliminate the problem. 

Permanent loss of function 
of the salivary glands, caused 
by such things as aging or 
radiation treatment, is not as 
easily treated. Basic treatment 
involves temporary relief of 
the symptoms. Recently how¬ 
ever, a new medication known 
as “artificial saliva” has been 
developed which shows prom¬ 
ise of providing lasting relief. 
Research is still continuing at 
this time.
